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The reaſons I urge for the proof of thre 
fundamental Truth are ſuch, as were colle&+ 
ed at firſt for .my own ſatisfattion ; but ha- 
ving once done it, I could not content my 
ſelf with putting that Light under a Buſhel, 
which my own Conſcience tells me ought to 
be as a City upon a Hill which cannot be 
hid. | 

If a Neighbours Houſe be gn fire, that 
man would. be barbaroug.as' well as. fooliſh, 
which would either deny a Bucket of Water, 
or refuſe to Jend a helping hand to extin- 
guiſh thoſe devouring Flames ' which might 
otherwiſe reach his own Habitation. When 
the Airis infe&ted with the Peſtilence, every 
man will endeavour to furnifh himſelf with 
proper remedies for his own preſervation, 
and every good man will be ready to com- 
municate them to others-fo far as God hath 
enabled him ; and when the Enemies of God 
and his Szints, like Sampſon's Foxes joyn Tail 
to tail, it 15 every mans intereſt as well as du- 
ty to endeavour all he can to break the com- 
bination, and extinguiſh the threatning Fire- 
brands,leſt the ſtanding Corn of Gods Church 
be ruined thereby. ; E IE 

Theſe are ſome of the reaſons which have 
prevailed with me, a private perſon, to ven- 
ture abroad in the Cauſe and Intereſt of the 
truth of God, that I may prevent the efte&s 
of their ly infinuations, who lye in wait to 
deceive the ignorant and unwary ; and be- 
cauſe they are ſo diligent in diſperſing ſmall 
Pamphlets, to the end, that they may be 
more readily peruſed by thoſe who have nei- 
ther time nor inclination to read larger

Tradts, or at leaſt are nat willing to be at 
che charge of them, I have redyced my rea- 
fons to ſuch a narrow compaſs, to prevent 
their being butthenſom in either of theſe 
reſpef&ts. May that Holy Spirit, by whoſe 
Divine Influences alone every good Chrijti- 
an 1s brouyht-into, and preſerved In a State

1. The Holy Ghot made the Heavens and 
the Earth, and the S:a and all that is in them, 
and therefore 1s the moſt High Ged. He mo- 
ved-at' firſt upon the Face of the Waters, in 
order to the produ#ior of Creatures, Gen. 1. 2. 
By-the word of the: Lord were the Heavens 
made, and all the Hoſts of them by the Spir:s 
of his Mouth. He gathers up the waters of the 
Sea together, as an Heap : He layeth up the 
Depth in Store-houſes, Pſal. 33.6, 7. By his 
Spivit he hath Garn{ſbt the Heavens, Job. 25. 23. 
The Sprrit of God has made me, Job 33. 4. Da- 
vid, after a profound admiration of che Power 


and Providence of God, diſcovered in tie . 


Creation and preſervation of Angels, in tiic 
Order and diſpoſition of the-Elemeats, tie 
Stability of the Earth, the wiſe Order and 
Diſpoſal of the great and wide Sea, as well as 
the Rivers that flow into it for the common 
Benefit of Mankind ; he deſcends to farther 
particulars, and tells us, "Tis He that cantct a

*Tis he that appoints the Moon for Seaſons, 
orders the Riſing and Going dowmn'of the Sun. 
Cauſeth Darkneſs by its abſence feedeth all 


the wild Beaſts of the Foreft;.. gives proper 


Seaſons of Reſt and Labour to Man and Beaſt, 
fills the great and wide Sea with innumerable 
Creatures, and made it a proper Medium of 
Correſpondence between Remote.and Diſtant 


- Nations, by means of Navigation, as alſo. a 


proper receptacle for the Leviathan or W hale. 
He tells us 1a the 3oth wer. who is the-1imme- 
diate Efficient of rhe produ&ion and preler- 
vation of- all theſe, rhoti ſendeſt forth ry 
Spirit, and they. are Created ; thou renewelſt 
the face of the Earth. Here we ſee the Spirit of 
God 1s the maker and. preſerver of the Heavens, 
Exth, and all Creatures in their Being. and 
Order : Now this is a Work that requires In- 
finite Power, Infinite Wiſdom, Infinite Good- 
nfs ; and lince the Holy Ghoſt is poſſeſt of 
al! theſe, He muſt be the moft High God, and 
EzNn be no other, Eyery Houſe is builded by 
iome Man, bur he that built all chings is 
God, Heb. 3. 4. 

2. The Holy Ghoſt is Omniſcient, and is 
therefore the moſt High.God ; That the Holy 
Ghoſt is Omniſcient, will be abundantly pro- 
ved by the two following Conſiderattons. 
He knows 
1. All the Dep Things of God. 
2. All the Dep. Things of Mgn. 
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with the Sword of the Spirit» 5 
Firft, The Holy Spiris knows all the deep 
things of God. This is plain from the Ex- 
preſs Words of the Apoſtle,. x Gor. 2. 10. For 
the Spirit ſearches all things, even the deep things 
of God; by which Expreſſion of Searching, is 
not only proved that the Hely Spirit knows all 
things, but that he knows them after the ſame 
manner as the Father to whom this Searching is 
applied in Zach. 3. 12. and many other pla- 
ces, to denote not previous Ignorance, but 
perfe& Knowledge. The Spirit 'ſcarches al 
things, even the deep things of God ; for what 
Man know: the things of a Man, ſave.the Spi- 
rit of a Man that 1s in him; even fo the 
things of God knows no Man, but the Spiris 
of God, where *ris worth our obſervation, 
that ſearching in the 10th wer. is explained by 
Knowing in the 11th ſo that ſearching the 
deep things of God is Moving them, in the. 
intendment of this bleſſed Apoſtle. That the. 
Spirit knows all the deep things of God, is. 
proved by the Simile the Apoſtle makes uſe 
of to tuftrare it ; for as no Mans Secret can. 
be hid from the Spirit of that Man, becauſe ic 
1s within him, and knows all his Intentions 
and AQtions, ſo not one of the deep things of 
God can be hid from the $pirit of God ; for the 
ſame reaſon, otherwiſe the ftles. Argu= 
ment would be altogether weak and uncon= 
clufive. Now *tis plain, that nothing leſs: 
than an M#finite Eſſence can” comprehend all the. 
deep things of an finite Underſtanding. 

2. The Holy Ghoſt" knows all the deep things 
of Man, he that Searches the Heart knows what: 
15 the Mind of the Spirit, becauſe he makech- 
Faterceſſion for the Saints, according ro the 
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6 The Socinian ſlarm 

Will of God : He that ſearches the Heart, that 
is, that perfeAly knows all Hearts, knows the 
-mind of the Spirit, that is, the moſt ſecrer 
Deſigns and Intentions. of the Spirit. Now to 
fearch the Heart is the peculiar: property of 
the moſt High God, Jer. 17.10. I the Lord 
ſearch the Heart, that is, I alone, and none 


elſe beſides me ; thou, even thou only knows. 
eft the Hearts of all the Children of Men, 


Ryngs 8. 39. 

3-, The Holy Ghoſt is Omnipreſent, and 
therefore is the moſt High God dy Nature 
and Eſſence, and can be no other; whither 
ſhall I go from thy Spiric ? whither ſhall I fly 
from thy Preſence? Pſal. 139. 7. 'Tis asealle to 
fly from the Preſence of God, as it is to fly 
from the Spirit of God : Now to be Omni» 


_ 15 the ſole property of an Þfrte and 


nlimited Eſſence : Can any hide himſelf in 


ſecret places that I ſhall not ſee him ? Do nor - 
I #12 Heaven and Earth, ſaith the Lord? And: 


this Argument receives further Confirmation 
from. all thoſe good Officer, which this bleſſed 
Spicie performs ta the Church-in general, and 
every particular Member thereof, which are 
all fach as require Immenſity -of Efſence, as. 
well as all other boundleſs perfetions of the: 
Deity. ; but of that more hereafter. 

4. . The Holy Spirit is Erernal, and. theres. 
fore .is -the moſt High God by Nature and 
Efſence : Eternity we all know is the proper- 
ty of a ſelf-exiſtent and ſelf-ſufficient Being, 
which is proper only to one, who .is God by 
Nature .and Eſſence: Now that Eternity is. 
one of the Infinite PerfeQions of the Blefſed 
Spirit, 35 plain from. Heb..9. 14.: where [ -q 
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with the. Sword' of the Spiirt. 7 
faid, that Chriſt thro the eternal ſpirit offered' 
himſelf without ſpot ro God : If he be the 
Eternal Spirit, he is either the Creator or a 
Creature ; if he be the Creator, the cauſe is 
granted. which: we-contend- for;; if he be a 
Creature, he could not 'be Eternal, ſince 
there was a'time when he was created, and 
conſequently a time- when he had no Be- 


ing, 

5. The Holy Ghoſt is in ſeveral places of 
Scripture expreſsly called God; and Peter 
faid to Ananias, why has Satan filled thine 
heart to lye to the Holy Ghoſt, thou haſt nor 
lyed unto men, but unto God,: Afﬀs 5. 3, 4. 

| There are diverſities of: Gifts, but XX 0 
Spirit ; and there are diverſities of Operations, 
but the ſame God, which worketh' all- in all, 
1 Cor. 12.4,6. 

The Spirit of the Lord 1s the God and Rock of 
Iſrael, 2 Sam: 23. 2,3. The Spirit of the Lord 
ſpake by me and his word wasin my Tongue, 
the God of Iſrael ſaid, the Rock of Iſrael ſpake' 
to.me, he that ruleth over men muſt-be juſt, 
ruling in the fear of God: | 

Know you not that you are the Temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in' 
you wviz.as in his Temple, x Cor. 3. 16. If the 
Holy Spirit were not God by nature, this 
argument would be altogether unconcluſive, 
for it would no: ways follow that Believers 
are the Temple. of: God, becauſe. the Holy 
Ghoſt dwells in them as his Temple if the 
Holy Ghoſt were not God. If any man defile 
the Templeof God him ſhall God deſtroy, 
for the Temple of God is Holy, which Temple 
you are,v. 17.compare both theſe with 1Cor.6.- 
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8 The Socintan /lazre 
19. Know you not that your Bodies are the 
Tom les of the Holy Gholt which is in you, 
and car it may be out of controverſy who 
the Holy Ghoſt is , you will find thar he is 
the living God.. 2 Cor. 6.16, For ye are the 
Temple of the living God, as God hath faid, 
I will dwell .in them and walk in them, and 
I will be their God, and they ſhall be my 


people. . 

He is worfhipped by the Seraphims, under 
ſuch titles and appellations as are proper only 
to the oft High God, Iſa. 6. 1, 2, 3. In the 
year that King Uziah dyed, I ſaw the Lord 
ſitting on his Throneghigh and lifted up, and 
his Tein filled the Temple. Above :it ſtood 
the Seraphims, and they cryed one ta another 
and ſaid, Hely, holy, holy, is the Lord God of 
Hoſts, the whole Earth is full of bis Glory, 
v.8. And I heard the voice of the Lord, 
faying, whom ſhall Iſend, and who will go 
for us ;. and in the 9th and 1oth verſes, we 
have the Prophers Commiſſion and Errand, go 
and tell this people; hear ye indeed bur un- 
derſtand nor, ſee you indeed but perceive 
not, make the heart. of lys people: fat and 
their ears heavy, &c. now compare all this 
with 4s 28. 25, 26, 27. and you will find 
thac theHoly Ghoſt was worſhipp'd underthoſe 
charaQers ; and Paul ſaid, well ſpake the He- 
Ix Ghoſt by Iſaiah-the Prophet to our Fathers, 
Go ta this people, and ſay, hearing ye ſhall hear 
and not underſtand, and ſeeing you ſhall ſee 
and nor perceive ; for the heart of this peo- 
ple is waxed fat, &c. Obſerve, he that is. 
worſhipped by the Seraphims ſends the Pro- 
phet on this errand. - 
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He is called the mt high, as you may ſee 
by comparing 1/s. 63. 2. with Pſalm 78, 56. 
In the firſt of thefe places 'tis faid that the 
Children of 1frael rebelled and vexed his Holy 
Spirit , wherefore he was turned to be their 
Enemy, and fought againſt them ; and the 
laſt tells us that they tempred and provoked 
the moft High God, and kept not his Teſtimo- 
nies. 

In the laſt place he is called the power of 
the Higheſt , that is, the Higheſt Power, they are 
the words of the Angel to the Bletſed - Vir- 
gin, the Holy Ghoft ſhall come upon thee, and 
the power of the Higheſt ſhall overthadow thee, 
therefore alſo that holy thing that is born 6f 
thee ſhall be called the Son of God, Luke 7, 
-35- Now ifthe power of the Holy Ghoſt be 
the power of the Higheft, then it is beyond 
contradiction, that' the Holy Ghoſt is the 
moſt High God, but that 1o it is, is before 
proved. | 

6. The Holy Ghoſt is the Author, Inditer, 
and Inſpirer of the Scriprures, and therefore 
God bleſſed for ever, for all Scripture is given 
by Iſpiration of God, - 1 Tim. 3. 15. Miniſters 
are forbid ro handle the word of God deceitful- 
ly, 1 Cor. 4. 2. Faith comes by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of. God, Row 10. 17. 
Let the. word ef God dwell in you richly, 
Coll. 3. 16. And finally the Apoſtles tells us, 
that thoſe who receive the word, not as IT 1s 
the word of man, but as it is indeed and in 
truth the word of God, may comfortably aſ- 
ſure themſelves that they are called by God to 
his Kingdom and Glory, 1 Thef. 2, 13. 


Io *' The Sociman ſlaw 
A great cloud of witnefles might be pro- 
duced, which leave no room: for the leaſt he- 
ſitation in this matter, -viz. that the Scri- 
ptures are the word 'of God. The nexr thing 


therefore that comes to be proved is, that the 
Holy Ghoſt is the. Huthor, Inditer, and Inſpirer of 


- the Holy Scriptures ; and if that be once done, 
It unavoidably follows, thar'the Holy Ghoſt 


is God bleſſed for ever, and therefore I ſhall 
mention ſome few of thoſe many teftimonies 
that give their unanimous. ſuffrage in this 
matter. 'The Prophecy came: not in. old time 
by the willofman, but holy men of old ſpake 
as they were moved by. the Holy Ghoſt, '2 Per.'r. 
21. of which Salvanionthe Prophets diligently 
enquired who pnophecied: of. the Grace that 
ſhould come .unto you, ſearching: what, or 
what manner of time-the Sp:rit of Chriſt which 
was in them did teſtify; when it fignified be- 
fore-hand the ſufferings of Chriſt and the glo- 
ry that ſhould follow, 1 Pet. 1. 1o, 11. The 
Spirit of the Lord ſpake by me, and his word 
was in my Tongue, 2 Sam. 23. 2, 3. The 
Scriptures muſt needs be fulfilled, which the 
Holy Ghaoft by the mouth of. David ſpake, As 
1. 16, Well ſpake the Holy Ghoſt by Iſaiah 
the Prophet unto our Fathers, ſaying, goun- 
to this people and ſay, hear ye indeed bur 
underſtand not, Afr 28. 25, 26. From all 
which it plainly appears, that the Holy Ghoſt 
1s the Author, Inditer, and Inſpirer of the 
Holy Scriptures ; and fince as .we have a- 
bundantly proved they are the word of God, 
_ Holy Ghoſt is ſo, and can be no ©6- 
ther, 


7. The 
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with the Sword of the Spirit, 11 
7. The Holy Ghoſt is the moſt High God, 
and can be no other, becauſe every Believer 
15S a Temple Deadicated-to his Honour and Service, 
and this is that that no true Chriſtian ſhould 
be ignorant of ; Know you not, ſays the 
great Apoſtle of the Gentiles, that you are the 
Temples of God ? And how does that appear ? 
the Reaſon is plain in the following Words, 
and the Spirit of God dwells in you, 1 Cor. 3. 
16. Again, Know you not that your Bodies 
are the Templey of the Holy Ghoſt which is in you, 
3 e. aS in his Temple; and we have before 
proved in the 5th Reaſon, that to be the 
Temple of the Holy Ghoſt, and the Temple 
of the Living God is all'one. We juſtly blame 
the Idolatry of the Papiſts, in dedicating Tem- 
ples to Perer, Paul and other Saints ; becauſe 
they give that Honour to Creatures, that is due 
to God alone : Bur certainly it were more 
blame-worthy for us, to dedicate our Souls and 
Bodies as living Temples to the Honour and 
Service of the Ho'y Ghoſt, if he were not 
the moſt high God ; ſince the Homage .and 
Service paid to the Holy Ghoſt in ſach, a De- 
dication muft needs be of a higher Nature, 
than the Dedication of a Building made- wi 
Hands, to the Honour and Service of a 
Creature. | 
$8. The Holy Ghoft raiſes the Dead, and there- 
fore is the moſt'HighGod, and can beno other:: 
It was this blefſed Spirit that raiſed wp Chriſt 
from the Dead ; Chriſt alſo hath ſuffered for 
us, the Juſt for the Unjuſt, ' that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the 
Fleſh, but quickned by the Spirit, 1 Per. 3. and 
18. and how great that Power is that raiſed up 
Chriſt 
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Chrift from the dead, the Apoſtle Paxl is not 
able to declare, and therefore he calls it, not 
only the Power of God, but the Exceeding Great=- 
neſs. or Energy of his mighty Power, Ephe|. 1. 19. 
and not only Jeſus Chriſt the Head, but all Bee 
lievers who are his Members are raiſed by this. 
bleſſed Spirit : if the Spirit of him, who raiſed 
up Chriſt from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raiſed up Chriſt from the dead ſhall alſo 
quicken your Mortal Bodies, by his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you, Rom. 8. 11. Once have 
I heard this, yea twice, faith the Royal Pro- 
phet, that Power belongs unto God, Pſal. 62. 11. 
7is God alone that raiſes the Dead, 2 Cor, 1.9. 
the Bodies of Men, how are they diſperſed 
every where, their .duſt blown into all Cor- 
ners of the World : Now who can recolle& 
their ſcattcr'd Atoms, who tan change the vile- 
neſs of an Earthly, into the Glory of a Heaven- 
ly Body, a Body to endure to all Erernity, bur 
he that has an Infinite Arm, a Power for which 
nothing can be too hard; a Power, whereby 
he is able to ſubdue even al things unto him- 

ſelf. | 
It would be altogether in vain for the E- 
nemies of the Eternal Deity of the Holy 
Ghoſt to obje&@ that Peter raiſed Dorcas and 
Paul Eutychw, and therefore we can no more 
prove the Holy Ghoſt to be the moeft High God 
from his raiſmg the dead, than we can prove 
Peter or Paul to be ſo, fince both theſe dif- 
claim their own power in this matter, the 
firſt in As. 3. 12. Ye men of Iſrael why mar- 
vel ye at this, and why look you fo earneſt- 
1y upon us, as tho by our own power or Holi- 
neſs we have made this man to walk, and 
| | Paul 
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Paul makes the like Declaration. I will nor 
dare to ſpeak of any of thoſe things waich 
Chriſt has not wrought by me, to make the 
Gentiles obedient in word and deed, through 
mighty ſigns and wonders by the power of 
the Spirit, Row. 15.18, 19. Now we never 
find that the Holy Ghoſt receives a power of 
working Miracles from any other, as Peter 
and Paul own they do, ſo thar this obje&ion 
is ſo far from adarkning the truch we contend 
for, that it tends to further the :1luFration of it. 

9. The Holy Ghoſt formed Jeſus Chrift in 


the Womb of the Virgin, and therefore is 
., the moſt High God, and can be no other. 
." Since this is a ſtupendious and amazing Att of 
| Creating Power, the Holy Ghoſt ſhall come 


2:pon hee, and the Power of the higheſt ſhall over- 
ſhadow thee, therefore that Holy thing that 


' 1s born of thee, ſhall be called the Sor of God, 


Luk. I. 35+ She was found with Child of the 
Holy Ghoſt, Matth, 1.

Now 'tis only the Power of the moſt High

5. Remember, I beſeech thee, that thou haſt 
made me as the Clay, and wilt thou bring me 


to Duſt again ? Thou haſt poured me out as 


Milk, thou haſt curdled me like Cheeſe, thou 
haſt Cloathed me with Skin and Fleſh, thou 
haſt fenced me with Bones and Sinews, thou 
haſt granted me Life and Favour, and thy Vi- 
firation has preſerved my Spirit, Job 10. g, 
10, 11, 12. And if this be fo in _an ordinary 
way, there muſt at leaſt be as great a power 
put forth; in the formation of the Humane 
Nature of- Chriſt ; and this was an Effe& of 
the power of God, wherefore he ſaith, when 
he cometh into the World, Sacrifice and Offer- 
ing thou wouldſt not ; a Body haſt thou prepa- 
red for me; then ſaid I, lo I come to do thy 
Will, O God! a Body haſt thou prepared for 
me, Heb. 10. 5, 7, 9. Seeing then ſuch an 
Extraordinary Work, as the formation of the 
Humane Nature of Chriſt, is ſo plainly and 
clearly attributed to the Holy Ghoſt, he 
_ be the moſt High God, and can be no 
other. | 
10. He, by whoſe Power Jeſus Chrift and 
his Apoſtles caft out Devils, and performed 
all their Miracles, muſt needs be the moft 
High God, and can be no other. And here, 
firſt I ſhall prove that the Miracles that were 
wrought by Jefus Chriſt, were done by the 
power of God, and to this the Holy Ghoft, 
by the Mouth of the Apoſtle Peter, — 
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f-th, A#. 2. 22. Jeſus of Nazareth, a Man ap” 
proved of God among you, by Miracles and 
Wonders, which God «7d by him in the midſt 
of you : Now this could not be true if the: 
Holv Ghoſt were nor God, becauſe we find, 
Matth. 12. 28. that Chriſt caſt out Devils by 
the Spirit of God : So that if Chriſt caſting our 
Devils by the power of rhe Holy Ghoſt, does 
not prove the Holy Ghoft ro be the moſt 
High God, then chat Text, Joh. 14. 10. The 
ratier that dwelleth in me, he doth the works, 
does not prove the Father to be io : Again, 
if the Father, Son an4 Holy Ghoſt were not 
one God, they cculd not, with any tolerable 
Congruity, be ſaid ro do the ſame things. 
Secondly, The Apoſtles wrought al their Mi- 
racles, Siyns and Wonders by the Power of 
the Holy Ghoſ?, as is plain from the foremen=- 
tioned Text, Rom. 15. 18, 19. I will not dare 
to ſpeak of any of thoſe things, whjzeh Chriſt 


has not wrought Ly me, to make the Genriles 


obediefdt in word and deed, through mighty 
Signs and Wonders by the power of the Spirit of 
God. Now there is not any Power ſuperior to 


that, whereby Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles . 
. caſt out Devils, and performed all their Mi- 


racles, from whence it undeniably follows, 
that the Holy Ghoſt is the Almighty, and 
conſequently the moſt High God. 

11. The Holy Ghoſt is the maſt high God 
and can be no other, becauſe the Sin and Blaſs 
phemy againſt him is wnpardonable, and for thar 
reaſon attended with the Righeff Aggravations, 
which could not be, if he were not the moſt- 
High God ; becauſe, under that ſuppoſition, 
the ſins againſt him, _ is his Superior, "ws 
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be attended with Highey Azggravations, as be= 
ing commirred againſt a Higher Power and Au- 
thority : But on the contrary, all manner 
of Sin and Blaſphemy ſhall be forgiven un- 
ro Men, bur whoſoever ſpeaketh againſt the 
Holy Ghoſt fhall never be forgiven, neither in 
this World, nor in the Word to come, 
Matth. 12. 31, 32. 

12. The Holy Ghoſt appoints Officers in the 
Church for his own Honoar and Scirvice, as the 
Prophets and Teachers miniftred to the Lord 
and faſted, the Holy Ghoſt ſaid, ſeparate 
mie Barnabas and Paul, for the work whereto I 
have called them; ſo they being ſent forth by 
rhe Holy Ghoſt, departed and preached rhe 
word, &c. As 13. 2, 4, 5 Now we all 
know that Miniſters are the Ambaſſadors of the 
moſt High God, ſent forth upon the great 
Errand of Intreating Sinners to be reconci- 
led to him ; ſeparate me Barnabas and Paul, for 
the work whereunto I have called them ; 
whereby we plainly ſee, rhat Miniſters are 
ſeparated by the Holy Ghoſt to his own Mork 
and Buſimeſs, and therefore he is the moſt High 
God, ſince it would otherwiſe be the greateſt 
preſumption imaginable to uſurp this Royale 
ry : fo that this Text at once proves the Holy 
Ghoſt to be 'a Perſon, and ſuch a Perſon as 
has all ſoveraign Power and Authority in 
himſelf: add hereunto, that this Dire&ion 
was given as an anſwer of Prayer and Faſting, 
and as they Miniſtred to the Lord and Faſted, the 
Holy Ghoſt ſaid, &c. Ir is in vain to obje&, 
that God gave this Anſwer by the Holy Ghoſt, 
as the principal Miniſter of the Court of Hea- 
ren, ſince this 1s firſt to beg the Queſtion in- 

; ſtead 
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ftead of proving it; and 2dly, it would be 
intolerable preſumption in ſuch a Miniſter to 
make. this 'Anſwer in hi; own Naine, and 
thereby uſurp the Royalty of the King of 
Kings. Suppoſe an Earthly King ſhould have 
a Perition preſented to him, in a matter of 
the higheſt importance, and a Miniſter of 
State ſhould preſume to anſwer it, in terms 
1mporting that it was his own wilt and plea- 
ſure that the Petitioner ' ſhould! do ſuch and 
fuch' things,- without any reference at all ro 
the W1ll and Pleaſure -of his Soveraign, how: 
highly would this be reſented by his Prince, 
between whom, and the meaneſt of his Sub=- 
Jets there is bur a finite circumſtantial dit- 
ference. But the difference between God* 
andthe moſt exalted Creature is infinite, and 
tlerefore, if ſuch 'a piece of Preſumprtion 
wouid be intolerable upon Earth, it can never 
paſs in the Coufrt of Heaven. | 
13. The Holy Ghoſt is the Giver and 6/- 
poſer of Eternal Life; he that foweth to tne 
Spirit, ſhall of the Spirit reap Life Everlaſting, 


. Gal: 6. 8. Now this 1s a Gift beyond all Con- 


Geption and Expreſſion; a Gift, wherein God 
will diſcover the Riches of his Glory in the- 
Veſſels of Mercy, who are before prepared 
for it., To ſay that this glorious and uns 
ſpeakable Gift is at the diſpoſal of any Crea» 
ture, how highly exalted ſo ever he be, is ab-- 
ſard and blaſphemous, in that it robs che Dt-- 
vine Efſence of one of its moſt Royal: Prero-- 
gatives ; the Gift of God 1s Erernal Life, 
through Jeſus Chriit our Lord: Ir is the Gift* 
of God: alone, who-4s -thar' one: Lavi-giver, 
able to ſave and to deſtroy, Fam. 4. 12. and 
C 3 : therg--

| therefore the Holy Ghoſt is (together with 
f the Father and the Son) this one Law-giver, 
otherwiſe he could not be able to ſave, with 
an everlaſting Salvation, as the firſt of theſe 
Texts affirms ; and if he were a diſtin E(- 
ſence from the Father and the Son, it could 
be none of his to beſtow, ſince that would 
make three ſuch Law-givers inſtead of one. 
14. The Holy. Ghoſt Diſpenſes his Gifzs

-word of Knowledge by the ſame Spirit, to 
another Faich, the gift of healing, Miracles, 
Prophecy, diſcerning of Spirits, Interpreta- 
tion of Tongues, &c. all theſe worketh rhat 
one and the ſelf-ſame Spirit, dividing to. eve- 
ry man ſeverally as be will: Thus you ſee-the 
Holy Ghoſt makes his own Wil the Rule. of 
his A&@ions, without being ,accountable to, 
or direQed by any Superiour.. But this were 
moſt abſard if he were a Creature, ſince all 
ſuch are under an indiſpenſable obligation to

We 
have before proved, that the Holy Ghoſt has

ſurd to ſay that the intendment of this Text 
15, that the Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, are 
one in conſent and agreement, for ſo all 
good Chriſtians are one; but this oneneſs 
muſt be underſtood of an oneneſs of Nature, 
becauſe it is ſuch an oneneſs as entitles the 
Holy Ghoſt to the Faith and Obedience of the 
Church, all whoſe Members are baptized in 
his Name,. and thereby obliged to perform 
that.

The difference between the Orthodox 
and the Socinians is. whether the Holy Ghoſt 
moved upon the face of the waters as an inte!- 


. igent and all-powerful principle of operati- 


on ; and in this I am ſure they are not a- 
greed : and as to the ſecond, 'tis granted on 
all hands indeed. that this Spirit is holy, but 
the queſtion is wherher he be abſolutely and in- 
dependently holy, whether the Holineſs of this 
Bleſſed Spirit be the:holineſs of a Creature,or 
the holineſs of the Creator ; and thisit ſeems 
are ſome of his CircumſtantialDifferences that 
are not material, mentioned in page 27. Ther2 
are ſeveral other matters mentioned as things 
wherein they are agreed, wherein he hasidit- 
covered the ſame trifling ſpirit. But my de- 
ſign is not to expoſe him. any further than 
what the vindication of the truth does necel- 
ſfarily require. | 

The difference,as he {ates it is this, whether 
the Holy Spirit be.of the Efnce of the moſt 
High from Eternity /; bue where does he find 
the Triitarigxns have fo expreſſed themſelves ; 
the difference I take to be this, whether the 


Holy Spirit be by nature God from al} Erer- 


nity, -or a Creature, as ſome of the Socinians 
hold, or the power and efficacy of God in his 0+ 
perations, {as others of them cell us, the Ad- 


 verfaries of the truth being very much divi- 


ded in their opinions about this matter ; and 
whether from the Revelations this Bleſſed 
Spirit has made of his Nature, Efleace and

' not plainly follow, that he is'the' moſt high 
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God, I leave to the judgment of the impartial

What he tells'us, that he who worfhips the 
moſt high God that created the Keavens and the 
Earth, worſhips ehis Roly Spirit as much as he that 


particularly names him, is a miſerable begging 


of the thing in queſtion; for as he that tranſ- 
greſſeth and zbideth not in+ the Dottrine of 
Chriſt, has not God;' 2d Epiſtle of John, v. 9. 
lo by a parity of reaſon,” he that tranſgreſſeth 
and abides not in the Do@rine of the Holy 
Ghoft; he is in mo whit better condition ; 
and ſince 'ris plainly declared in the Holy 


Scriptures, that the Father, Son and Holy 


Ghoſt: created' the Heavens and the Earth, 
whoever denies either of theſe to be intelli- 
gent Almighty principles of Operation, and 
eſpecially thoſe who believe the 2d and 3d 
perſons to be Creatures, between whom” and 
the Creator there is an Infinite-diſtance, have 
not the true God, and conſequently can never 
worthip him in- an: acceptable manner. 

He adds, that what the Holy GhofFt is with 


reſpe@.to his Efſence, the Scripture does not 


expreſsly declare : he might with- as much rea- 
ſon have made the ſame affirmation concern- 
ing the Father and the Son, for theſe three 
are one, and there is no other way of coming 


tothe knowledge of the Fatlter ' and the Son, 


than by thoſe names and zitles which the Scri- 
pture gives to.them, and thoſe*a&s and works 
which it aſcribes to them ; and if 'any or all 


of cheſe. prove. the Father to be God by nature 
k and.

The 4;ſt;nguiſhing of the Holy Ghoſt from 
the Father with reſpe# to” his perſon, © does not 
at all imply' rhar he is different from the Fa- 
ther with r:fpe& © to his Efence; and the ſame 
may be ſaid with reſpe& to his office, wherem _ 
this Holy Spicit voluntarily condeſcends 'to 
be the San&ifyer, Comforter, Guide and Di- 
reCtor of all the people of God, in all apes, 
conditions, circumſtances and places; and 


'*tis with reſpe@ to that office 'that "tis affirm'd 


of him, John 16. 3. that when he' comes he 
ſpeaks not ' of himſelf, but what 'he hears. He 
does-nor ſpeak of himſelf, that is, he: does nor 
foeak of himſelf 2/one without a Commeiſſion and 
Warrant from the Father and the Son, in the 


"Execution of that: Bleſſed © office, wherein he 
voluntarily condeſcends to be the great SanCti- 


fyer, Preſerver and} Comforter of all the 
Children which the Father has'given to Jeſus 
Chrift. The HolyGhoſt may be ſaid not to ſpeak 
of himſelf, as Chriſt is ſaid not ?0' come of himſelf. 
Now we all know that Chriſt -came v0luntari- 
ly and freely, and in'this fenſe came'of” him- 
{elf: the law of the Father was written in his 
heart, Hebr. 12. 8. * And therefore in'the'vo- 


.lume of the Book it was written of him, that 


he delighted ro'do his will ;' but-the* mean- 
ing is, he did not come without the Pather's 
authority and approbation ; and in this ſenſe 
the Holy Ghoſt does nor ſpeak bf hmmſelf, that 
1s, not of himſelf aloe, withour the authortty 
and approbation of the Father and the Son, 
who jointly: coneure'd with him in rhe exe- 
cution of his office, for bringing _— =_ 
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SanRification and Salvation of all the, Heirs of 
Glory ; ſo likewiſe in John 5. 31. Chriſt 
ſays, if I bear witneſs of my ſelf, my witneſs 
is not tru2, which words muſt neceſſarily be 
underſtood only of the principal deſign of 
his coming,into the world, which was to 
glorify the: Father upon Earth, and to finiſh 
that work which he gave him todo; and ac- 
cordingly he declared 'rwas his meat and 
drink to do the will of the Father that ſent 
him ; but if we take the words in their «e- 
moſt latitude, without any reſtricticn or limi- 
tation, they impeach the truth and authoricy 
of many other Scriptures wherein Chriſt does 
bear witneſs of himſelf, as thoſe wherein he 
witneſſes himſelf to be the good Shepherd, 
the true Vine, the light of the World, the 
living . Bread, and finally, the Way, the 
Truth and the Life ; and ſo in like manner 
the Holy Ghoſt frequently ſpeaks of himſelf, 
and particularly when he witneſſes him{e}f 
to be the Author, Inditer and Infpirer of the 
Scriptures, and ſeparates Miniſters to his 
own work and ſervice, and therefore that 
Texc,which cells us that, the Holy Ghoſt 
ſhall not ſpeak of himſelf, muſt be undey- 


Rood: ina ſenſe, agreeable te other Scriptures, 


viz. that he does:-not ſpeak of himſelf alone, 
without the- warrant and approbation of the 
Father and Soa. Again, this Blefled Spirit 
ſhall nor ſpeak of himſelf, becauſe his work 
and buſineſs in the effice to which he has vo- 
luntarily condeſcended, is to glorify, Chriſt, 
and to take of the things. of Chriſt and ſhew 
them to his Fairhful Diſciples and Followers. 


The 
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The Holy Ghoſt ſpeaks not of himſelf, but 
what he hears, and this our Author brings as 
a Reaſon why we are not 70 worſhip him as 
the moſt high God. We have before prov- 
ed that the Holy Ghoſt knows all things, and 
that he knows them in the ſame manner as 
the Father does, and ſhall make no repetiti- 
on. The mind of Chriſt in this Text ſeems 

to be no morethan this, that the Holy Ghoſt 
will in the execution of his office, as-the 

great Comforter and SanGtifyer of all the 
Children of God; declare nothing but what' 
1s exatHy correſpondent to that Covenant 
that was mutually agreed on before the world 
began, between the perſons in the-Bleſſed 

Trinity, about the Redemption and: Salvati» 
on of loſt finners. He ſpeaks what he heers + 
The words are ſpoken : after the manner of 
men, God, as one ſays in ſuch expreſſions, 
comes down” to us to, bring: us up himſelf, and 
therefore the words are to be ynderſtood in a 


ſenſe becoming . the Divine Majeſty of the 


Holy Ghoſt, and: do no more prove that 
his knowledge is by formation from er, 
than the Fathers being ſaid to ſearch Jeruſa- 
lem with Candles, implies previous ignorance tO 
that ſearch; ſo when thofe that feared the 


Lord ſpake often one to another, 'ris ſaid 


the Lord hearkened and heard, Mal. 3. 16. Can 
we ſuppoſe that he who knows our thoughts 
afar off has any need of hearkening to inform 
himſelf of them; God forbid that ſuch a 
thought ſo unbecoming the omniſcience of 
God, ſhould ever come' into our minds, it 
remains then that Chriſt in this Text, ſpeak- 
ing in a way of condeſcention to our m_ 
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34 The Socimant fares 
neſs, informs n-, that*the Holy Ghoſt when he 
comes,ſhall ſpexk nothing but whats exaQly 
agreeable to the mind and *will of” the other 
perſons” in the Bleſſed Trinity, and direQtly 
ſutrable to their gracious Deſigns. 

And whereas our Author adds, that the 
Holy pool, is diſtinguiſh'd from 'the moſt 
Hiph'God as a Mcſienger ſent from him ; I 
anſwer,” that the Holy Ghoſt is never'diſtia- 
guiſhe from God Eſftntially taken, but from God 
perſonally taken; thit is, the Perſon of the Holy 
Ghoſt 1s diſtinguiſhr fron” the Perſon of rhe 
Father and the Perſon of the Son, and what 
this 'makes for our Authors purpoſe, is beyond 
my weak capacity to imagine. ; 

"This Phraſe of ſending the Holy Ghoſt, re- 
fpefts properly his Works, Gifts, Operations 
and Effte&s, in the difpoſal whereof, he aQs 
in a way of abſolute Soveraighty; and: makes 
his own Will the Rule of his A&ions, as T 
have before proved, which would be intole- 
rable- arrogance and prefumption in any Crea- 
tare.  Neicher can the Holy Ghoſt, who is 
preſent evety where, be properly faid to do 
any thing, which neceſſarily implies a local 
motion. | 
_ His concluding piece of Sophiſiry is, that it is 
the Spirit that makes unztterable Groans: amd 'In- 
ferceſſon for us to the moi? High "God, -and not 
the Moe#7 High that makes interceſſion for us to 
the Mo High; the place he intends is Roy. 8. 
26. where *'tis ſaid, that the Spirit helpeth 
our Infirmiries, for 'we know not what to 
pray. for as we, ought, but the Spirir it ſelt 
er ifs Teterceſſion for us,” with' Grounings that 


"cannot be utrer'd ; - obſerve, the-Spiric makes 
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Intercefſian for us as hee/ps. our; Infirmities, 
and our Infirmities-in.his matter are double, 
x. With reſpe& to the things we qughr to 
pray for, we k:;ow not what to pray for, and 
2dly,we:know nr how to pray in a rigat man- 
ner, or. to. work .up. our Hearts to; ſuitable 
Frames in Prayer ; In the firſt of theſe re- 
ſpefts, the Spirit, he/ps our Infirmities by En- 
lightning our. Ungderſtandings ; and in the ſe- 
cond, by Exciting our Aﬀe&Qtions, and filling 
the Soul. with aunutterable Groqus after thole 
ſpiritual Blefſings, of whoſe Beauty and, Ex- 
.cellency,..the Soul.has by his powerful work- 
ing had ſome view, taſte and participation ; 
thus.the preparations of the Heart in Man, as 
wel] as the anſwer of the Tongue, is from 
the Lord, Prov. 16. 1. And this is- the Hope 
and Expe&ation of every true Chriſtian, that 
God will prepare his Heart, and cauſe his 
Ear to hear, Pſal.

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fay that Chriſt was all power and authority o- 
riginally in himſelf, conſidered as the ſecond 
p:rſon in the Blefled Triniry, and is the ſu- 
preme giver of itro others ; and the like we 
affirm of the Father and the Holy Ghoſt.

His Reaſons for 
It are 2s wild as the Aſſertion it ſelf : His Buſi- 
neſs is to prove, that allowing ' Chriſt to be 
Eſſentially God,yet it follows not from thence, 
that we are to pay our Devotion to Chriſt «s 
the woſt High. His firſt Reaſon 1s, that Peter 
aſſerts all that is material concerning Chriff in 
his firft Sermon, and yet ſpeaks net one word 
or aus being Eflentially God, which reaſon 1s 

alſe. 

T. Becaufe, if Peter had declared all that 
was. material concerning Chriſt, all further 
declarations of him 'were alrogtther imperti- 
nent. Again, 'tis Falſe, becauſe Peter ſpeaks 
nota Wor in thisSermon of Chriſt's interceſſion: 
and I hope Mr. Allen will not fay that that is 
not material, or which is all one, needleſs 
and ſuperfluous. 

2. This Reaſon is altogether foolifh and im- 
pertinent becauſe the Author endeavours to 
diſprove, What he had before —_— and 
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brings Reaſons for his ſo doing ; he tells us, 
Peter omits no material thing concerning Chriſt, 
and yet ſays not one word of his being Efſen- 
tially God moſt High, therefore in the opi- 
nion of this unhappy Man, 'tis not material 
for us to know, wherher Chriſt be Eſ:nt/ally 
God moſt High, or to be worſhipped as itch ; 
but how this proves, that allowing Chriſt to 
be Eſſentially God, yet it does not follow 
from thence, that we are to pay our Devotion 
to him as the moſt High, I leave to his Bre- 
thren of Socinus Perſwaſion to demonſtrate. 

3. His Reaſon is contradiQtory to it ſelf, for 
he acknowledges what he . would endeavour te 


diſprove, viz. that Invocation, one of the prin-_ 


cipal parts of Religious Worſhip, is due to 
Chriſt, and that a P ee of Salvation is 
annexed to it ; he ſpeaks of. Chriſt's Merits, 
fays our Author, and adds, they that call pan 
him ſhall be ſaved. Now, if to'pray ro Chriſt 
be not to worſhip him as God moſt High, I 
muſt confeſs, I know not what is ſo. 

4. Peter in his Sermon wer. 17 tells us, that 
God promis'd to pour out his Spirit upon all 
Fleſh, and in the 33d ver. that Chriſt having 
received of the Father the promiſe of the 
Holy Ghoſt, hath ſhed him forth, from whence 
it's plain that Chriſt is God, otherwiſe it 
would no more follow, that God poured our 
the Spirit, becauſe Chriſt pour'd him out, then 
it will follow, that Mr. Allen is the Author of 
this Book, becauſe I wrair it. 

5. The force of his Reaſon is this, 

ranting that Chriſt is Eſſentially God moſt 
High, yet it does not follow, that he is to be 
worſhipped as the moſt High, becauſe Perer 
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in his firſt Sermon takes no notice either of 
the one'or the other, which is juft as if any 
any man ſhould be” ſo mad to affirm, rhar 
there is no ſuch thing as J«/t:fcation by Faith, 


" becauſe there is no mention of ic inthe firſt 


of Geneſis. 

6. Peter tells us in his Sermon, that Chriſt 
who was David's Son was David's Lord; which 
could not be, if he were no more than an Ex- 
alted Creature, and had no Being when theſe 
words were written, as his Brethren the Soci- 
2ians. would perſwade us. 

He names 3 or 4-places more; which at 
| age I ſhall not turn to; they are of the 
fame nature with his firſt Quotation, and all 
F ſhall ſay to him at preſent is, that I can eaſily. 
find a hundred places, wherein there is not a- 
word of the Fathers being the moſt High God, 
or that he is to be worſhipped as ſuch, there- 
fore his Reaſon, if it proves any thing, proves 
rvo much, and is therefore good for nothing ; 
for *twould be eafie at that rate of Arguing, 
to-prove that there is no God at all. 

is 2d Reaſon, that though: we ſhould 
grant that Chriſt is Eſſentially God moſt High, 
yet he is not to be worſhipped as ſuch 1s, be- 
cauſe, as he is Chriſt, he is diſtinguiſhed from 
God, and an Offcer under him, and ſays, that 
the Father is greater than He. He adds, that 
the Scriptures direCt us to underſtand his Of- 
fice, -neither doth Chriſt any where dire& us 
to worſhip him as the moſt High, but we are 
ro pray, and to give thanks, and pay our 
Homage to the moſt High through Jeſus. 
Chriſt. To this I anſwer firſt, that if being. 
diſtinguiſhed: from God, as-perſonally _ 
ered: 
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ſidered, proves that the Son, is not Eſſentially 
God, then the diſtinguiſhing the Father from 
God, perſonally conſidered, equally militates 
azainſt the Godhead of the Father, who 1s 
ewic2 as I remember ſo diſtinguiſhed,. and 
therefore this Dram of his Cordial Water, 
(for fo he calls the DoQrine of his Book,in his 
Epiſtle to the Reader) is to. be abhorr'd as 
deadly Poy ſon. 

2. The diſtinguiſhing of the Son from the 
Father as an Ofhicer undec him, proves an ſu- 
equality of Office, which may very well con» 
fiſt with an Equality of Effence ; if to. be in the 


form of a Servant is to be really a Servant, 


then to be in the form of God is to be really 
God. Now he who was in the form of God, 
and equal to him, by a voluntary condeſcen- 
tion became- the Father's Servant, for the- 
bringing about the-glorious deſign of our Re- 
demption, but did not ceaſe to be God, when 
for our ſakes he became Man : He is equal to 
the Father with reſpe& to his Godhead, Infe- 
rior to the Father with reſpe& to his Man- 
hood ; and whereas he adds, that Chriſt never 
requires us to worſhip him as the moſt High, 
he is therein guilty of a manifeſt Falſiry, be- 
cauſe, as I have before proved, Chriſt required 
us to honour him as we bonour the Father, 
and tells us, that he and the Father are one. 
And whereas this Author adds, that we are. 
to pray, and to give Thanks, and pay our 
Homage to the moſt High through Jeſus Chriſt, 
I readily grant it, though with this diſtin&t= 
on, thar-Jeſus Chriſt in this matter is to be 
y:4 Bia as Mediator, and not abſolutely as 
od. 

If weare to pray, and to give thanks, 
and perform our Homage to the moſt Hizh 
through Chriſt, as the New and Living way 
conſecrated for us, then I ask Mr. All: where 
ik he can find this direQion in the Lord's Prayer ;

paring the one with the other. | 
God forbid, that any man fhould think T 
g0 about to infinuate, that going to God 
through Chriſt is not every Chriſtians Duty, 
I am fo far from that, that I firmly believe, 
that ever ſince the Exaltation of Chriſt, no 
Duty is acceptable, without the expreſs men- 
tion of.one or more of thoſe names, where- 
by the Son of God is diſtinguiſhed in the New 
Teſtament, from the other Perſons in the 
Blefled Trinity; whatever might be during 
the time of Chriſt's abode on the Earth. I 
know the Lord's Prayer is an excellent part 
of Holy, Scripture, and that it contains ſeve- 
ral Excellent Dire&ions for Prayer ; but that 
it is ſo compleat a DireQory, as nothing can 
or ought to be added to it, that I muſt con- 
feſs I am yet co learn; it ſeems to me to be 
in a ſpecial manner deſigned for the time of 
Chriſt's abode upon Earth in the form of a 
Servant; wherein he makes it his peculiar 
work and buſineſs to Glorify the Father, as 
the Father does afterwards to Glorify the Son. 
Sare I am, that though our Saviour had given 
this form of Prayer to his Diſciples, and tho' 
I do not in the leaft queſtion that hy had 
often made uſe of it, yer he tells his _—

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ples; John 16. 23, 24. Whatſoever you ſhall 
ask of the Farher in my nam? he will give it 

you. Hitherto you have asked nothing in my 

Nine, ask, and. you ſhall receive, that your 

Joy may be full. And to this agrees that ex- 

cellent Rule, which the Holy Ghoſt gives us, 

Col. 3. 17. Whatſoever you do in word or deed, 

do all in the name of the Loid Jeſus, giving 

thanks to God and the Farher by him. I have 
been the longer upon this, becauſe it totally 
enervates all our Authors Obje&ions drawn 
from the Lords Prayer. | 

And though this be true, that -we-are'to 
offer uy our Devorions to God through Chriſt, 
conſidered as Mediaror, ' yer Chriſt conſidered 
as one in Eſſence with the Father, is the obje& 
of our Faith, Worſhip and Obedience, and as 
ſuch we are- to call yporr him, worſbip him, and 
ptit our ?r4# in him, as the Infinite Oceart of 
all Perfe&tion,the Fountain of all Good, Tnfinite= 
ly Wiſe, Almighty, Eternal, Omniſcient, &c. as the 

Reader w1ill ſee by and by. 

' Our Author had'told us before: in. the 2d 
Column of the 29th page, that he would have 
none ſuppoſe that he denies the perſon of 
Chriſt to be Eſſentially God, yer, ſays he, it 
does not follow from thence, that we are to 
pay our Devotions to Chriſt as the moſt High. 
T have gone through two of his Reaſons for 
this Impious Afertion, and now I come to 
the third, which is, nothing is Chriſt bur 
what was anvinted, for Chriſt in plain Enghſh 
ſignifies anointed. Now the Divine Effence was 
not anointed, nor Incarniate ; for who ſhould 
anoint it, unleſs we will ſay, the Divine Eſſence

Divine Eflence, as Mr Allen fancies ; but that 
the Holy Ghoſt, which dwelt without mea» 
ſure.in Chriſt as the Erernal Son of God, and 
was equally the Spirit of the Father and the 


' Son, qualified him as Jeſus of Nazareth, that 


is to ſay, as Mediator in the days of his Fleſh, 
to go about doing-good ; and this anointing, 
as'1t reſpets God the Father, I don't 'unders- 
ſtand to be any thing elſe, than his Diſigna- 
tion or Conſecration of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
to the work-and Office of a Mediator, fo that 
the force of our Authors arguing lies thus ;

Whether 
Chriſt during his abode upon Earth, er ſince 
his aſcention to Heaven, declined to receive 
thoſe honours due to his Charatter, 1 ſhall 
ſpeedily take an occaſion to enquire. 

T have already run beyond the Bounds at 
firſt allotted ro this Paper, and therefore I 
muſt be very ſhort in what remains. The 
names of Son and Spirit, he ſays diſtinguiſh 
them from God.

and never required his Diſciples to worſhip 
him as the moſt high. As to the firſt, the 
Father is the God of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
as he voluntarily took upon him the office of 
Mediator, and therein became the Fathers 
Servant, being under Law to him, and {ſo 
the Father may be called his God in the ſame 
fenſe, as Magiſtrates are called ' Gods, be- 
cauſe of that power and authority they have 
over their Subje&ts. This forſaking that 
Chriſt complains of, reſpe&s only the com- 
forting not the ſtrengthening and ſupporting 
Influences of the Godhead. 

It was only the humanNature of Chriſt that 
was nailed to the Croſs, and thus complain- 
ed, and it was upon the account of Chriſt's 
voluntary humbling himſelf and taking upon 
him che form of a Servant, that the. Father 


becomes the God of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt.- 


'Tis true, Chriſt is a Mediaror between God 
and Man, but that does not at all diſprove 
his Godhead ; for tho he is David's Son ac- 
cording to the Fleſh, yer he is over all God 
bleſſed for evermore. *Tis properly the Man 
Chriſt Jeſus, or Chriſt as Man, that is, che 
Mediator between Cod and Man. If Chriſt 
had not took upon him the Humane Nature, 
he could not have been a fit Mediator ; and 
"tis obſervable, that he who is called the one 
Mediator between God and Man, 1 Tim. 2.5. 
1s called God our Saviour, in the 3d verſe 
the .Mediator is not - diſtinguiſhed from tae 
one God ſimply and abſolutely, he being 
Godas well as m_—_ but he 1s 7 diſtinguiſhr

-In a certain reſpect, that is, as Mediator ; bes 
ſides, Mr Allen is to prove that the Father is 
called the one. God in that Text, excluſive of 
the Son and the Holy Ghoſt, and not exclu- 
five of the many Gods among the Heathens, 
which Jatter is the true intendment of this 
Text : Tt is the Man Chriſt Jeſus, or the Hu- 
mane Nature of Chriſt, that is diſtinguiſhed 
from the one God in this Text, and not the 
Divine Nature, acording to which he is over 
all, God bleſſed for ever, Rom. 9g. 5. And thus 
we ſee our Author, whilſt he Hypocritically

x 1na1l Now proceed to thoſe Commands, 
which enjoin us to pay thoſe Divine Honours 
ro Jes Chriſt that are due only to the moſt 
High God, among which the initiating ordi- 
nance of Baptiſm deſerves the firſt place; and 
this is expreſly Enjoined to be performed in 
the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, 
Matth.

23. where Chriſt tells 
us, it 1s the Fathers Will that ſent him, that 
all men ſhould honour the Son even as they 
honour :the Father, and that he that does 
not ſo honour the Son honours not the 
Father that ſent him, which words are ſo 
plain and expreſs to our preſent purpoſe, that 
I ſhall leave the Reader to make his own 
Commentary upon them. | 

The next is Heb. x. 6. When he brings his 

firſt begotten Son into the World, he ſaith, 
Ter all che Angels of God worſhip him ; and 
if Angels, then certainly no rational. Crea- 
tures, tho of a lower Rank, can be exempred 
from this Service; but if we for once ſhould 
ſuppoſe, with the Socinians, that Jeſus Chriſt is 
no more than a Creature of a lower Rank of 
Beings than they, tho exalted ro the higheſt 
pitch of Eminency and Dignity, and had no 
Being before he was born of the Virgin, how 
unreafonable muſt this command be, and 
how unlike the reſt of the Divine Laws; which 
tend tothe Honour and Advancement of the 
Creature, and not to the Debaſing of them ; 
for how can he be a proper and ſuitable Ob- 
jc& of the Worſhip and Adoration of Angels, 
who had no Being, as thefe Men fancy, till 
about 4ooo years afrer they were Created, 
md ſo was but as Yeſterday 2m compariſon of 
Hhem.

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Tn the 72 Pſalm there are ſeveral Prophecies 
of whar ſhall be the PraQtice, as well as Duty, 
of Chriſtians, with reſpe& ro Jeſus Chriſt, in 
the laſt Age of rhe Church, I mean under the 
Goſpel: Diſpenſation, wer. 5. 'tis ſaid of him, 
that all-Kings and all Nations ſhall bow down 
before him, and ferve him; and that they 
ſhall Fear him ſo long as the Sun and Moon 
endures throughout all Generations ; that he 
ſhall deliver the Needy when he cries, the 
Poor, and him that hath no helper; and in 
fach a condition are all the Apoſtate Children 
of Adam ; and therefore it is their indifpenſt- 
ble Dury as well as Intereſt, thus to-cry un- 
to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and to truſt and 
depend -upon him, as one that has Power as 
well as Inclination to help them ; and thar 
knows the Meditations of their Hearts, as 
well as the words of their Mouths, and for 
that reaſon their Tongues ought to be every 
day full of the high Praiſes of Chriſt, ver, 15. 
in theſe things conſiſts the very Life and Spi- 
rit of all Religious Worſhip and Adoration ; 
and fince Chrift claims them all as his due, 
it ny follows, that be is by Nature 
and Effence the moſt High God, unleſs by an 
unparallel'd  Impiety - and - Ingratitude, we 
ſink hint below the vileſt of Men.
